TRAIN ROBBED 


Missouri Pacifico Hxpress Oar 
Raided at Lamar. 


Two of the Highwaymen Overhauled 
Near Fort Scott. 


BLOODY BATTLE WITH THE FLEEING 
MARAUDERS. 


After Murdering a Policeman They Board 
a Freight, But Are Overtaken—One of 
Them Killed and the Other Wounded— 
Only a Small Amount of Plunder Se- 
cured— All the Expréss Crew Relieved 
of Their Valuables. 


LAMAR, Mo., Jan. 23.—Two very bold men 
robbed the express car of the Missouri Pacific 
train, which reached here at 12:50 a. m. 

The men held up the occupants of the car, 
keeping them covered with revolvers while 
the train traveled the ten miles between 
Sheldon and Lamar. The two men, of whom 
only the most meagre descriptions are ob- 
tainable, boarded the train at Sheldon. In 
the baggage and express car were Express 
Messenger Hauck, Baggagemaster Hall and 
Traveling Passenger Agent Charles Barrett. 
All were covered with revolvers and their 
pockets rifled, From Hall $75 was taken, from 
the others small sums of money and some 
jewelry, Honck was forced to give the com- 
bination of his safe and this also was robbed. 
The amount taken from the safe was small, 


TWO MEN KILLED. 


OFFICERS HAVE A DEADLY BATTLE WITH THE 
ROBBERS. 


Fort ScoTr, Kan., Jan. 28.—A telegram was 
received here from Lamar, Mo., soon after 
the robbery, saying: 

„Watch for two men, no baggage, rough 
appearance, one somewhat taller than the 
other. They are wanted for robbing Pacific 
express train here this morning. Are coming 
toward your city on a freight. 

Policeman L. B. McLemore, a colored man, 

who has been on duty at the Gulf Depot, saw 
two men get off of the north-bound freight 
train which arrived here at 7 o’clock this 
morning. He halte the men, one of whom 
shot him dead, and both the strangers then 
fied. . 
In a few minnteg after the shooting two 
men were seen to get into a box car on the 
outgoing north bound freight and Detectives 
Capt. Chesterand J. B. Maper started ona 
passenger train in pursuit and overtook 
them at Miami Station, five miles south of 
Pleasanton, Kan. 

The murderers sugpicioned they were fol- 
lowed, and attempted to escape from the 
car, but the officersicompelied them to stay 
in the car. A@esperate battle ensued. After 
fighting for nearly an hour, a ball from a 
Winchester ended ‘the career of one, and 
another seriously wounded the other, so that 
he surrendered, 

The wounded man says he is Charles My- 
ers of 950 Reynolds ¢treet, Kansas City, Kan. 
The name ofthe dead man is unknown. 

The Coroner of Pleasanton is holding an in- 
quest on the body, and Myers will be brought 


here to-day. 

The train had on board the Lamar lynching 
party with Murderer Hepler. The Express 
matter was left undisturbed the robbers got 
out at Lamar and mingled with the lynching 
crowd. 

Later reports are that pursuit of the rob- 
bers was made and that when an attempt 
was made to arresta suspect at Lamar he 
killed the officer. Another robber was capt- 
ured‘at Pleasanton, a station near Fort Scott, 
Kan. 


THE RAILS SPREAD. 


Passenger Train Ditched Near Chicago at 
Midnight. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 23,—The passenger train on 
the Rock Island road, which left for 
Council Bloffs, Io., last night at 11:80 o’clock, 
was ditched at a point about fourteen miles 
fromthe city by the spreading of the rails. 
The train consisted of an engine, baggage 
car, express car and six passenger coaches. 
The ground there is comparatively level, the 
train was not running at fullspeed, and the 
result was, therefore, less disastrous than it 
mighthave been, though the train was badly 
wreckedanda number of passengers badly 
hurt. The train at once took fire from the 
stoves, and but for the prompt work of the 
uninjured several persons would have been 
burned to death.

FIRES. 


A Palace in Ashes—Sixteenth Century 
Tragedy Recalled. 

BRUSSELS, Jan. 23.—A portion of the resi- 
dence of the Duke of, Arenberg, in this city, 
was discovered to be on fire at 2 o’clock this 
morning. The origin of the fire is unknown, 
but it started in the bedroom of Princess 
Ludmille of Croy Dulmen, a sister of the 
Duke who is the wife of the hereditary 
Prince of Croy Dulmen. The Princess and her 


—— children Prince Charles and Princess 
abel, barely escaped with their lives. 

The palace occupled by the Duke of 
Arenberg was a very old one and many 
luistorical associations clung about it. In 
it was the room known as unt Egmont’s 
cabinet, which for 325 years has remained 
exactly as it was left by that unfortunate 
Prince at the time of his arrestin 1565. This 
room, together with its valuable contents, 
was completely destroyed. The Pavilion 
Egmont was also destroyed, with all its val- 
uable treasures, with the exception of some 
very rare Gobelin tapestries which, adorned 
the walls. These were hastily, though care- 
fully, taken down and saved. All the 
works of art inthe wing occupied by the 
Prince of Croy Dulmen and his family were 
lost. The palace was filled with famous his- 
torical paintings and other works of art, but, 
with the exception of those parts of the 
* above mentioned, no damage was 

one. 

The firemen and employes of the Duke 
worked desperately to save the building and 
its contents and it was by their efforts that 
sO many ofthe treasures were saved. The 
Duke’s gardener and two firemen were 
— injured during the progress of the

ELECTRIC PLANT DESTROYED, 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 23.—The Ferdinand 
street branch of the Boston Electric Light 
Co. was destroyed by fire early this morn- 
ing. The loss is estimated at $200,000. The 
fire broke out about 3:30, and was under con- 
trolinan hour. The property destroyed con- 
sisted of twenty-four dynamos, valued at 
$5,000 each, five 150-horse power engines, and 
one 100-horse power engine and one 800-horse 
power engine. Ten minutes after the fire 
was discovered the main floor fell witha 
crash and carried withit the valuable ma- 
chinery. It is feared that one life was lost. 


THE MINERS ESCAPE. 

Pana, II., Jan. 23.—There was a fre in the 
Pana Coal Co.’s mine yesterday morning, 
but all the miners fortunately escaped with 
their lives. The flames were first 
seen near shaft No. 2 and the 
men immediately ran through shaft No. 1, 
by which they made thelr escape, but left the 
entry doors open in their hurry to get out. 
This fanned the flames up shaft No. 2 with 
great force and threw burning timbers above 
them out of the shaft for nearly a hundred 
feet. The loss will be about $15,000. 


A HANDSOME CHURCH BURNED. 
CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., Jan. 22.—The hand- 
some Catholic Church here was destroyed by 
fire early this morning. The flames had pos- 
session of the building before they were dis- 
covered. None of the valuable paintings, 
records, furniture, etc., could be gotten out. 
The building, including contents, was valued 
at $100,000, on which there was only $25,000 
insurance. It was builtin 1886 and was the 
finest church edifice in the county.

The English People Alarmed for the 
Royal Succession. 


THE DUCHESS OF FIFE A POSSIBLE 
FUTURE QUEEN. 


Still Mourning for the Dead Duke—Social 
Functions Interfered With—Oanada 
and the Mother Country Coming to a 
Better Understanding—Exciting Elec- 
tion for the Hartington Vacancy. 


Lorwpoy, Jan.23.—The fear that the Duchess 


of Fife may, through a concatenation of 
events, succeed to the throne continues to 
excite the English people, particularily those 
of the nobility and upper classes. 

A well informed correspondent says that 
Prinee George of Wales, who through his 
brother’s death, becomes heir presumptive 
to the throne, will almost immediately be 
made Duke of Sussex, and that his engage- 
ment to some Princess will be announced be- 
fore the end of the season. 

It is earnestly hoped that the very greatest 
precautions will be taken with regard to the 
health of Prince George, for, it is said, he is 
not «gifted with a stronger constitution 
than that possessed by his brother. 

It was generally understood that when 
Princess Louise married the Kari of Fife, who 
the Queen afterward created a Duke, she re- 
nounced her rights of succession, but it is now 
known that she did not. Intheevent of the 
Duchess of Fife becoming Queen the Duke 
of Fife would, of course, be made Prince 
Consort, and the idea of his holding that 
most exalted position is not at all acceptable 
tothe nation. Such a succession might have 
unfortunate results. 

A very remarkable feature in connection 
with the death ofthe Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale is the demonstrations that are still 
made. The Albert Memorial Chapel was 
opened to the public to-day and hundreds of 
people went from London to Windsor for the 
purpose of looking at the coffin containing 
the remains of the Duke. Not alone from 
London, Dut from many parts of the country 
people kea to Windsor and every train 
which stopped at the station added its quota 
to the crowd. The streets were early filled 
with throngs of men and women moving in 
the Cirection of the castle. All morning 
there was a stream of humanity pouring into 
the chapel, eager to look upon the coffin. 
They were kept moving along steadily. 

The death of the Duke has had a very great 
effect upon many branches of trade. The 
prospects of the seagon,’’ however, will 
not be seriously interfered with. The Queen, 
having reconsidered her determination not 
to hold the usual drawing rooms“ in May, 
those functions will take place as usual. 

The Queen has heretofore been assisted at 
the ‘‘drawing rooms’’ by the Princess of 
Wales, whose place will now be taken by the 
Duchess of Albany, widow of Priace Leopold, 
fourth son of the Queen, who died in 1884. 
Although the members of the royal family 
will take no part- whatever in private enter- 
tainments, the various dances, teas, etc., of 
society will continue much as us dal. 


AIDING CANADA, 


EFFORTS MADE TO PROMOTE BETTER RELATIONS 
WITH THE DOMINION. 

Loxpox, Jan. 23.—Tne Empire Trade League 
is hoiding a series of meetingsin the large 
towns to bring pressure to bear upon Parlia- 
ment to rescindthe treaties which prevent 
preferential trade between Great Britain and 
her colonies, Speaking at Birmingham last 
night, Howard Vincent said he found Canadli- 
ans anxious to throw off their foreign 
shackles and give better terms totheir fellow- 
Britons if the mother country would give 
Canada better terms. 

Yesterday’s influential députation to the 
Canadian Government Office in London, which 
was received by Mr. Colmer, secretary in Sir 
Charles Tupper’s absence, owing to influenza, 
is again drawing attention to Canada’s fast 
mail service. It seems evident, however, 
that Canada must defer all hopes 
forthe completion of this scheme until an 
imperial subsidy has been obtained. The 
British government has already been form- 
ally approached by Canada for aid to both 
the Atlantic and Australian services, the ves- 
sels of which are to be used as armed 
cruisers. It is understood that, seeing a 


.| prospect of Plymouth becoming a port of 


call, influential members of the Cabinet and 
Parliament who are concerned in Plymouth, 
are being induced to press the question upon 
Mr. Goschen, Chancellor of the Exchequer.

OME SHAKEN, 


SEVERAL SHOCKS OF BARTHQUAKE FELT LAST 
NIGHT. 

Rome, Jan. %.-—There were several quite 
serious shocks of earthquake felt here last 
night, which caused a panic in the more 
crowded quarters Of the city. The innab- 
itants of the houses in these places thought 
their dwellings were about to fall and they 
rushed into the ts, many of them in 
dishabille, not to save any of their 
personal effects. SO thoroughly frightened 
were they and so much did they fear a repe- 
tition of the shock that nothing could in- 
duce them tore to their dwellings, and 
they remained on th@ streets all night, seek- 
ing for better security the open places, where 
they would be out of the reach of any falling 
buildings. 

The theaters shook with the violence of the 
shocks and the persons presen: at the per- 
formances were greatly frightened, The 
panic soon subsided; however. Most of the 
clocks in thecity stopped at 11:27. The ground 
shook so violently that the street lamps were 
extinguished, and t is feared that damage 
may perhaps have been done to the under- 
ground pipes.

REPORT OF MOB LAW i MENDOZA CONFIRMED— 
“ BRIEFS.. 

Loxpox, Jan. -A correspondent at Val- 
paraiso confirms the report of the attack by 
a mob of armed men upon the house of Dr. 
Suarez at Mendoza, where a numberof the 
members of the Provincial Chamber were 
holding a meeting, The correspondent adds 
that in addition tothe Killing of Senor Nav- 
ajos, Secretary Of the Chamber, several 
other of the legislators were assassinated. 

Mendoza, the city above referredto, is in 
the Argentine Republic. It isthe capital of 
the Province of Mendossa and is situated on a 
level plain on the ast declivity of the Para- 
millo range of n§ountains. The city is an 
entreport for t trade between Buenos 
Ayres and Chill, with which latter country it 
communicates by the mountain passes of Us- 
paltata and Postillo.

CONTRACT LABOR. 


Violations of the Law Reported in Penn- 
sylvania Mining Regions. 

New York, Jan. 23.—Messrs. Conklin and 
Osborne, who were sent from thiscity to the 
mining districts of Pennsylvania to investi-, 
gate the working of the alien contract law, 
have sent their report to Secretary 
Foster of the Treasury Department. Their 
report states that they discovered 
evidences of wholesale violation of the law 
that was framed to protect American work- 
ingmen, In the mines surrounding Scranton 
it was found that nine-tenths of the miners at 
present employed are Hungarians, Italians 
or Sclavs. Five yearsago the miners there 
were Dearly all Americans. At the 


Arion mine in Western Pennsyl- 
vania Maj. Osborne learned that 
Hungarian and Italian immigrants come 
there in squads of 200 at a time direct from 
the barge office in this city under charge of 
padrones. At the mines near Carbondale in 
1886 there were 600 miners, all American eiti- 
While the miners’ strike was on in 
and 1890, large numbers of 
Sclavys and Hungarians were brought 
to the mines from Castle Garden under 
the protection of Pinkerton’s detectives. At 
the last election, outof 787 miners employed 
there, just sixty-eight were entitled to vote. 
The inspectors found that immigrants were 
brought over from Europe in droves, passed 
through the Barge Office by an agent and 
taken to the mines to supercede American 
miners. There are several men employed 
by the mine owners whose sole duty it is to 
visit the Barge Office and get immigrant con- 
tract laborers ed through. One man in 
oe pe was nicknamed the Much Cousin 
an, as he would visit the barge office and 
secure the release of detained immigrants, 
claiming them as cousins, brothers or other 
relatives. The inspectors recommend more 
stringent scrutiny of immigrants —— 
through the different landing places. A 
present they say the law is practically useless 
as contract laborrers pass through by thou- 
sands without detection.

THE WRETCH DIES NEAR THE SCENE or 
: Kis CRIME, 


The Doomed Man OQonfesses to Killing 
Mrs. Goodley and Her Son—How the 
Mob Eluded the Officers—Boys Beat 
a Schoolmate to Death—Criminal 
News. 


NEVADA, Mo., Jan. 23,—Robert Hepler, who 
murdered the Goodley family in Barton 
County last Sunday and who was brought: 
from Lamar to this place Monday to prevent 
a lynching, was taken from jan here last 
nigh: bya mob of 200 men from Barton Coun- 
ty. They were well organized and proceeded 
with the workin a quiet and orderly. man- 
ner 

The train arrived here about 9 o’clock and 
the mob went straight to the jail and sur- 
rounded the building. The Sheriff of Barton 
County was here and as soon ag he heard the 
mob was in the city he hastened to the jan 
and attempted to get the prisoner away bo- 
fore they arrived. He was too late, however, 
as the mob had surrounded the building be- 
fore he got his man out ofjail. He then re- 
tired info an out-house with the hope of elud- 


oner taken. 

The cool and deliberate work of the mob 
showed their determination, They were all 
armed and not a man in the crowd worea 
mask. The officers were taken unawares 
and were entirely unprepared to make any 
sort of resistance. 

As soon as the mob had secured their man 
they marched back across the public square 
and down the main street to the depot, from 
where they followed the rallroad track to- 
ward Barton County. 

QUIET WORK. 

Therg was not a single shot fired during the 
whole time and the work was so quiet that 
few of our citizens were aware of the mob’s 
presence before they bad secured their man 
and were out ot the city. As they marched 
through the streets the piteous cries of the 
doomed man could De heard begging for 
mercy. The mob marched to Nassau Junc- 
tion, two miles south of town, and halted to 
await an outgoing train, due in a short time. 
It then became evident that their plan was to 
take the prisoner to Barton County before 
hanging him. 

As soon as the alarm was given Capt. Mitch- 
ell called out Company H of the N. G. M. 
and started in pursuit. News of this action 
was immediately carried to the mob and six 
men were selected ta hurry the prisoner on 
while the remainder ofthe mob waited at the 
Junction, When the militia arrived there and 
found the prisoner was gone it was decided 
useless to follow farther. N 

It had been planned by the mob that those 
who had remained at the Junctiog should 
| board the train there; while those N 
of the prisoner should hurry on to Milo, 
seven miles south of Nevada. If the militia 
got on the train everything Was to remain 
perfectly quiet at Milo, and if the militia were 
not on the train one shot was to be fred as a 
signal that all was clear. The mtlitia had 
given up hope of finding the prisoner, and 
when the expected train arrived the mo 
boarded it. At Milo the signal was given and 
a few minutes later the prisoner was hustle 
on board. 

THE LAST AOT. 

On arriving at Lamar tbe mob first took the 
prisoner to the jail and from there to the 
southeast part of the town, where they pre- 
pared to draw him tothe limb ot a tree. The 
prisoner long before this had regained his 
composure, and on being asked if he had 
anything to say ne told them he realized his 
time had come and was gladthey nad taken 
bim back to Lamar to hang him. He said 
that if he had committed the deed of which 
he was charged he was drunk and did not 
recollect anything of it. There was no rea- 
son why he should do lt, as the Goodleys had 
always been his best friends and he had 
nothing whatever against them. 

A dozen ready hands then pulled the rope 
and without a kick or struggle the body was 
left danglinginthe air. The extreme quiet- 
ness and orderly conduct which had marked 
the work of the mob from thé first was ob- 
served to the last and none of the brutal vio- 
lence which usually characterizes such 
scenes was Offered at any time. 

HEPLER WAS COOL. 

A more orderly crowd never assembled in 
any place. No shooting or hooting; the si- 
lence of the multitude indicated their deter- 
mination. Hepler was marched from the Pa- 
cific depot through the city and half way to 
the Gulf Depot and then returned to the 
square and hanged to a tree in the southeast 
corner or the Court-house yard. There were 
fully two thousand people present, among 
them a number of women. 

Just prior to his hanging he confessed his 
guilt and stated that he was under the in- 
fluence of liquor at the time and that he had 
no intention toinjure Mrs. Goodley or the 
little boy or to rob the house. He was in- 
formed that he had but three minutes longer 
to live and he sent a message to his wife and 
children to remain together and go back to 
their old home at Guilford,N.O. In speaking 
he showed no. signs of fear. In fact, 
he ate an apple as he was 
being conducted to the tres. 
About five minutes was spent under the tree“ 
whenthe rope was placed around his neck 
and the other end thrown to a man in — 
tree. In a few moments the lifeless 
Helper, the murderer, was swinging in the 
air. Hepler’s feet and hands were left un- 
fettered, and he never raised them to aid 
himself. The nerve of the brate was remark- 
able. 

After two hours the body turned over 
to the officers, who had it em 4 8 
morning everything is quiet, and but little is 
said about — hanging. The general im- 
pression is that the act of hanging Hepler is 
a credit to the county. i .

COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 


Japan’s Commissioners at San Francisco— 
World's Fair News. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 23.—S. Tegima 
and . Lambo of Tokio have just arrived 
from Japan. They are World’s Fair Com- 
missioners appointed dy the Japanese Gov- 
ernment and will leave for Chicago ina few 
days to secure space in Jackson Pam for the 
erection of their National building. 


At the last session of our Parliament,’’ 4 
says the Commissioners, ‘630,000 yen, dual 
to $500,000, was appropriated for an exhibit at 


the Columbian. Exposition. Of this amount 
about $100,000 will be applied to the erection of 
the building. The plans are not yet pre- 
pared, but the structure will be bullt in the 
style of 1,000 years ago. The interior will be 
devoted toa collection of Japanese fine arts 
and curlosities, representing three different 

epochs in our 
ago, the second 400 years back, and the third 
showing features of the last half century. 

Each period marks a different dynasty and 
the display will be a sort of historical pano. 

rama. A Dazaar will also be provided for gen- 
eral exhibits. 

„A great deal of interest in the World’s 
Fair is manifested in Japan. No one is oppos- 
ing the participation in the exposition, and 
there was no trouble in securing the appro- 

riation from Parliament. The national ex- 

ibit will be much finer than that sent to the 
Centennial in 1876. All of these Japanese 
products will be exhibited in competitive de- 
rtments. Special features will be made of 
ifferent kinds of silk and all varieties of tea. 
Fine arts will also be weil provided for in thé 
Government Building and by individual ex- 
hibitors. 

“A special bureau to supervise the collection 
and transportation of the Japanese Govern- 
ment exhibit has been appointed. The 
President is Minister of Agriculture Mutga, 
who formerly represented his country at 
Washington. Vice-President Kuki was also 
at one time the chief of the Japanese diplo- 
matic corps at 4 e will spend 
two months in the East, looking after Japan’s 
interest in Jackson Park.’’ 


DAVIS IN CONTROL.

Firm Demands That Should Be Answered 
Without Delay.

Minister Montt to Be Ignored in Future 
Negotiations—The Result of Peace or 
War Rests Now With the Andean Re-

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 23.—Chili must 
hasten her reply to our demands. 

Such was the tenor ofa cablegram sent to 
Minister Egan at Santiago yesterday. Tue 
dispatch bore the signature of Secretary 
Blaine, but it was inspired by ident Har- 
rison, after the two great men had had an- 
other conference regarding the situation in 
South America. 

The dispatch in question is more firm and 
peremptory in characther than any that has 
been previously sent to Mr. Egan, ana the 
opinion was expressed at the Cabinet meéet- 
ing yesterday that it would hardly fall to se- 
cure the result desired. It was said last 
evening that President Harrison has decided 
to communicate directly with Minister Egan 
in future, ahd not through Minister Montt, as 
nas been in part the custom for some timo. 
This does notarguea want of confidence fn 
Minister Montt, or a cessation of the present 
agreeable relations between himself and the 
Administration. But President Harrison bo- 
neves that dealing with Minister Montt in - 
volves more or less delay, which may be 
avoided by cabling direct to Minister Egan. 

There ts, however, another purpose which 
does not appear on the surface. President 
Harrison knows that Chili would like us to

Cear Ziegenhein Overrules Two 
City Ordinances. 


He Grants a Saloon and an Amusement 
8 License Illegally. 


THE “ZIEGENHEIN. METHOD” IN THE 
LINDELL PARK SALOON CASE. 


An Ignored Protest of Citizens Which 
Will Be Taken Into the Courts Under 
Injunction Proceedings’ Against the 
Coliector—Plain Violations of Law 
Backed by “Ziegenhein Nerve“ — 
Another Petition Which Could Net Be 
Produced. 


Czar Ziegen hein’s willingness to override 
the law in his administration of the dramsuop 
license de tment of his office 18 just now 
Deing illu ted in another significunt in- 
stance. The case in point is that of the Lin- 
Gell Park saloon andamusement grounds, 
andthe story of the establishment of both 
those features in that neighborhvod is a re- 
markable instance of a City Collector's 
violation of two city ordinances 
and utter disregard of the right of tax-pay- 
ing citizens supposed to be protected by those 
Ordinances. 

The Post-Disratou has already, in its ex- 
— of the ‘‘Ziegonhein administration, 

rought to light many cases of Collector Zieg- 
enhiein’s cotitempt forthe laws governing 
the proper conduct of his office. The present 
case is even stronger in such a showing than 
any yet laid before the public. It shows that 
when it comes toa question of obliging an 
**influontial friend’’ atthe expense of the 
law, or recognizing the rights of citizens 
under the law at the expense of the ‘‘influ- 
ential friend, the latter has the first claim 
on Ozar Ziegonhwin every time. 

There is now under way a movement to se. 
cure legal action in the case of the Lindell 
Park saloon and amusement grounds, follow- 
ing a failure to secure any action from Col- 
lector Ziegenhein. But this propose ap- 
pealto the courts follows a significant ton- 
test made in vain Defore Oollector Ziecen- 
hein, and only chanced to become possibie 
through a change in the proprietorship of 
the saloon and grounds in question. The 
story of the contest before Czar Ziegenhein 
maket a peculiar prelude to the present con- 
dition of the Lindell Park saloon cass. 

THE LINDELL PARK SALOON CASE. 

Last November the citizens whose resi- 
Gences fronted Lindell Park, on st. Louls 
hear Glasgow avenue, fled a complaint 
Against Proprietor Simons of the saloon si\- 
uated in the block occupied by Lindell Park. 
The complaint wasto the effect that the 

nds, used by Simons in connection w ith 

ig saloon as amusement grounds for picnics, 
exhibitions, etc., was the sceneof disor- 
derly gatherings which greatly annoyed the 
residents of that neighborhood, injured élie 
reputation of that locality, and was in viola- 
tion ofthe laws inasmuch as they were the 
scenes of drunken, disorderly and dangerous 
gatherings. At first there was no protest 
against the saloon itself, the residents of 
the neighborhood wishing only to puta stop 
to What they claimed were riotous and dis- 
orderly gatherings in Lindell Park, which 
was used by Simons as pleasure zrounds. 
This complaint was made to Collector Zlegen- 
hein and also to the Police Board, and was 
signed, it is stated, by all the residents of the 
biocks fronting on Lindell Park, the list of 
signersincluding also one police sergeant, 
who lived im the neighborhood, and who 
joined in the official protest. But the 
complaint produced no good results. it was 


investigated by the Police Board, but during | 


the investigation, the complainants state, 
Simons shut down on all the amusement feat- 
ures attached to his saloon in Lindell Park, 
and thereby escaped an adverse police re. 

rt. The result was that tho Police Board 
could find no cause for action, and the citi- 
rens complaint was accordingly dismissed. 
Then, it is charged, the amusement features 
of the Lindell Park saloon were resumed in 
aggravated form, 

THE SALOON LICENSE WAS ILLEGAL. 

But there had been two important facts 
discovered by the protesting residents of the 
Lindell Park neighborhood. The first was 
that Saloon -Keeper Simons was running the 
*‘amusement grounds’’ attachment to his 
saloon without a license. The grounds were 
used for exhibitions and games of various 
sorts, flying Dutchmen’’ and other devices 
toattracta crowd being fixtures upon the 
grounds. Sec. 1540 of the revised ordinances 
of 1887 provides that it shall not be lawful 
to own, conduet or manage for gain any thea- 
ter or other exhibition, show or amusement 
without a license therefor,’’ and sec. 1545 
establishes the amount of <he license to be 

id on such forms of entertainments. But 
t was also discovered that in falling to take 
out a license for hisamusement grounds Sa 
joon - per Simons had thereby nullified 
his saldvon license. Sec. 1446 of the Revised 
Ordinances reads as follows: 

**No license shall be issued to any person to 
keep a dramshop at any place where any 
amusement, such as theatrical exhibition, 
— minstrels, musical party or concert, 

ibition of rope or wire-dancing, Wax 
figures, painting, statuary, tricks of legerde- 
main, menagerie, Thespian performance, or 
any other exhibition or show or amusement 
is Carried on, either when the admission is 
free or where a fee for admission is charged, 
without a license shall have been taken out 
for such amusement, show, or exhibition. 

This ordinance was laid before Collector 
Ziegenhein by the protesting citizens. Im- 
mediately thereafter Saloon-Keeper Simons 
took out an ‘‘amusement license’’ for the 

Pleasure grounds attached to his saloon. 

THE AMUSEMENT LICENSE WAS ILLEGAL. 
But this method of ‘‘iegalizing’’ the saloon 
license, suggested to Simons. it is said, from 
Sar Ziegenhein’s office, was also illegal.

Her daughter. sat behind her attorney 
and showed no signsof emotion. She is 
quite a pretty young woman of the German- 
American type, and was dressed with taste 
and care. The resemblance between mother 
and daughter is marked, although the 
latter is quite Americanized. She 
is of refined maaners and prompted her at- 
torney in the purest English. 

It developed in the testimony that Mrs. 
Neuhaus had $100 of her daughter’s money at 
the tame of the urchase, in ad- 
dition to the young lady’s claim for four 
years’ services since she was 18. Miss Eswin 
is not living with her mother now, she having 
left home when the trouble occurred about 
the property.

PUBLIC BATH-HOUSES. 


They Will Probably Bo Established Here— 
Other City Hall News. 


Delegate Julius Lehmann cams to the City 
Hall to- day, and had a long talk with Presi- 
dent George Burnet about the three public 
bath-houses he wants the Board of Public Im- 
provements to putup. He went away from

The Board of Public Improvements is hereby di- 
rected to select three locations in the city for pabiic 
bath houses and submit to the Assembly plans,speci- 
fications and estimates of the cost of erecting an 
maintaining thereon bath houses that shall be tree to 
the public and open every day inthe yéar, including 
Sundave and holidays, and said estimate shall in- 
clude the cost of the ground aecessary to ac- 
quired for the above purpose. 

The comptroller,’’ said Delegate Leh- 
mann, ‘‘at that time, when everybody was 
clamoring for the bath houses, consented to 
appropriate $5,000 for them. it was too little 
to do any good, and I saw him and asked him 
to set the money aside for the purpose until 
we could get more. Hesaid he would, but 
instead of doing that, he let all the

coming year. The seal is changed every six 
months when the examinations are 
made. The marks this year are 
‘*‘Dry’’ for dry measures and Lig. 
for liquid measures. The attention of the 
police is also called to the fact that a number 
of grocers are selling beans, peas, berries, 
and other articles, in liquid measures, which 
should be sold in dry measures. This isa 
violation of the city ordinances and renders 
the offenders liable to arrest and fine.

POSTING THE BOOKS, 


Meeting of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee To-Day. 


PRESENT FINANCIAL STANDING OF THE 
GOVERNMENT CONSIDERED, 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Spaulding Presents the Figures 
Chairman Springer Puts Some Pertin- 
ent Queries Which Are Answered 
Readily—Receipts and Expenditures. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2.—The Ways 
and Means Committee held a special meeting 
this morning to hear Assistant Secretaty 
Spaulding of the Treasury Department, who 
appeared by request to inform the committee 
concerning tue financial condition of the 
Government. Chairman Springer in calling 
the meeting to order saiathat Assistant Sec- 
retary Spaulding appeared in place of Secre- 
tary Foster, who was ill. The Assistant 
Secretary sald that he had prepared a state- 
ment giving the receipts for the first half of 
the fiscal year and also for twenty days in 


January. . 

In order to present figures for comparison 
he first gave the receipts for 1690. The cus- 
toms receipts for the first six months end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1889, were $109,629,000, and for the 
twenty days in January, 1000, 818, 618, 000; total 
for the six months and twenty days, 4128, 22, - 
000, and the total for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1890, was $229,688,000. The internal 
revenue receipts for the first six months end- 
ing Dec. 81, 1889, were $68,521,000 and for the 
twenty days in Jenuary, 1890, $6,251,000; total 
for the six months and twenty days, $74,773, - 
000; total for the fiscalyear ending June 30, 
1890, $142, 606,000. 

The miscellaneous receipts for the six 
months ending Dec. 31, 1889, were $14,747,000 
and for the twenty days in January, 188, 
$1,392,000, making a total for the six months 
and twenty days of $16,639,000, and for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 8999, $39,806,000, 
Total for fiscal year 1890, $20,805,000; compared 
with total estimated forcurrent fiscal year, 
$25,000,000. The receipts for customs and m- 
ternal revenue for the corresponding period 
of 1882 was then given, For the six months 
ending Dec. 81, 1891, the customs recetpts 
were $85,722,000, and forthe twenty days in 
January, 1892, $11,996,000, making a total for 
the six monthsand twenty days of $97,718,- 
000. The internal revenues receipts 
the six months ending Dec. 31, 
1891, were $77,057,000 and for the 
first twenty days in January, 1892, $7,508,000; 
total for the six months and twenty days, 
$84,565,000, and a total for the year 1892, as es- 
timated, $152,000,000; the miscelfkneous re- 
ceipts for the above period were $12,697.00. 
The total receipts for six months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year were $174,151,000 against $192, - 
897,000 first six months two years ago; first 
twenty days of present month, $20,837,000, 
against $21,758,000 two years ago; total reve- 
nue estimated for current fiscal year, $362, - 
000,000, against $403,079, 000 two years ago. 
These actual receipts of $174,151,000 for the 
first six months of the current fiscal year 
were about $7,000,000 more than the expendi- 
tures for the Corrésponding six months, the 
expenditures being $167,074,000. The expend- 
itures estimated forthe current fiscal year 
were $338,000,000 or about $24,000,000 less than 
the estimated receipts of $362,000,000. 

In answer to Mr. Springer, Mr. Spaulding 
stated that the postal receipts and spend i- 
tures were not included in his statement, but 
that the deficit in the Postal Department had 
been included in the expenditures so that the 
surplus shown was not affected. Mr. Spauld- 
ing in answer to a question said that the 
figures did not include the sinking fund. 

r. Spaulding said,in answer to questions 
by members of the committee, that in order 
to make up to requirements of the sinking 
fund the treasury would be obliged to pay 
$10,000,000 out of the surplus. He considered 
available for the expenses of the Government 
the $100,000,000 of the gold reserve for the re- 
demption of eenbacks. If that amount 
was pald out he thought that greenbacks 
could be redeemed. , 

Mr. Spaulding said be did not consider the 
bonds, extended by the Treasury current 
liabilities of the Government, because it was 
optional with the Government when they 
should be redeemed. 

In response to Mr. Turner of Georgia, a 
member of the committee, Mr. Spaulding 
said that if the fractional silver fund and the 
gold fund are taken out there would be 


neither surplus nor a deficit; the receipts and 


expenditures would just about balance. 
Incidentally, Mr. Spaulding stated that the 

estimate for the river and harbor improve- 

ments next year was $46,000,000. 

Stated that at the close of last month the 

Treasury had paid upwards of $1,000,000 in 
ver. 

Mr. Spaulding said he believed the Treasury 

would come out about $6,000,000 ahead—that 

is, it would have that amount of surplus—at 

the end of 1898.

Fverett last evening that he 
had made one. In Chicago, the failure is ro- 
garded as much more important 
than it is generally considered here. 
Telegrams from there claim the house 
did an annual business of $8,000,000 there and

entirely too large, and itis not thought that 
the business here amounted to much over 
$1,000,000 a year.

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BOYLE HANGED. 


The Murderer of John Muench Executed 
EDWARDSVILLE, II., Jan. 28.—The execu: 
tion of Patrick Boylé took place at 2 o’clock 
to-day, while a much greater crowd of 
strangers was in town than on last Saturday 
and began to gather on Main street in the 
vicinity at the jail. shortly after noon, The 
execution was private only a few outside of 
tpose prescribed by law being present. 
Boyle maintained a composure of demeanor 
throughout the trying hours of last night and 
this forenoon, although he did notsleep as 
soundly as usual, awakening shortly after 
midnight. 4 good breakfast was 
served, but he dad little appetite 
for it, and ate very sparingly of 
dinner at 11. He dressed himself with oon- 
siderable care in a suit of black cloth. He 
was attended by his priest, Rev. J. OC. 
Daw during the morning. Boyle was re- 


signed to his fate and did not falter through- 
out the whole trying ordeal, The mareh to 
the scaffold was begun at two minutes 
after two o’clock. Boyle mounted the steps 
unaided and was followed Rev. 
Father Daw. When

Populor interest in the Boyle case 
was greatly increased by the occur- 
rences of last Saturday, when a week's 
reprieve came from the Governor al- 
most as it were at the foot of the scaffold, 
giving the condemned a few days longer lease 
of life and a ray of hope for some more len!- 
ent application of the law to his case. 

At first the — were wholly at sea as to 
the cause of the intervention and it was gen- 
erally —— — the few days were granted to 
allow of spiritual preparation, as the man’s 
mind is saidto be in a peculiarly degraded 
state, and his conception of morals of the 
crudest sort. It was not long, however, be- 
fore it became known that the seven days’ 
extension oftime was given solely to aliow 
Boyle’s attorneys to make a record of his 
case and present it to the Supreme Court with 
a view ontheir part of obtaining a super- 
sedeas. The Governor had in no way changed 
his opinion as to the merits of the case. he 
record was prepared and a special messenger 
presented it on Thursday. 

At a late hour yesterday it became known, 
though not generally. that the writ had been 
denied and preparations to ca out last 
Saturday’s pro ® proceeded. Father 
Daw, Soyle’s priest, who worked and hoped 
until the last possibility passed, feels keenly 
33 at not being able to save Boyles 


Patrick Boyle was a native of County Claire. 
Ireland ; 24 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches in 
height. weighing 165 pounds, with dark hair 
and eyes. He came to this count just one 
year ago, worked a short time in ‘Kew Tork, 
then went to New Orleans as a laboreron a 
steamer, from thence to St. Louis, and at the 
time of the murder last August was on his 
way to Chicago, where he claims to havea 
brother; he has a mother living in Ireland. 

After the execution the remains were taken 
charge of by Undertakers Roa & Dale, and 
will be Duried under the rites of the Catholic 
Chureh. 

The trial of Boyle showed that he killed 
John Muensch on Aug. 12 last. The testimony 
showed that the two men were ‘‘tramping’’ 
on the road, and had met that morninga short 
distance south of Nameoki, to which ace 
they proceeded and went into a oon.

The latter testified, claiming that he 
was not the man, and had never seen the 
victim until after being arrested. No other 
witnesses were introduced for the defense, 
and the jury, after a short deliberation, 
found the prisoner guilty of murder inthe 
first degree. . 


HOW A RUSSIAN PEASANT DIES. 


Count Leo Tolstoi Says He Welcomes the 
End of His Distress. 


Count Leo Toistol described thus recently 
to Octave Houdallle, who visited him at 
Jasnaja-Pojana, how a Russian peasant dies: 

Death is dark and terrible on the canvas 
ot the painter, but here in the country it is 
almost a picture of mirth. I just came from 
a peasant’s deathbed. The man knew that 
he must die and his pain lasted several days, 

et not once did his serenity of soul leave 
— When death was quite near, and, as is 
customary, a wax taper was placed in his 
hand, his faced assumed an expression of 
unutterable happiness. It seems strange to 
me after such a scene that I have feit so little 
emotion. Aside from all religious feeling, 
death is for these people a release from 
trouble; therefore, all absence of the cloud 
of sorrow seen elsewhere. It is the ce,

RAISING A FUND. 


Friends of the Sleigh Disaster Victims 


Start a Subscription. 


THE MONEY TO BE USED TO SUE THE 
RAILEOAD COMPANY. 


John O'Neill Contributes $100 as a Starter 
~—Grounds on Which the Olaims for 
Damages Will Be Based-—What the 
Law Provides—FProper Safeguards Can 
Be Required. 


The terrible accident to the sleighing party 
at the Sarah street crossing has had the 
effect of stirring up a movement that will 
undoubtedly eventuate in throwing safe- 
guards around the railroad tracks that will 
gave many lives that might otherwise be lost. 
The friends of the killed and wounded men 
are determined to prosecute the Wabash 
Rallroad and force it to pay dearly for what 
they assume to be the road's carelessness. 
They say that they have information that is 
reliable that the special was running at a 
speed approaching fifty miles an hour. 
The track was clear, and the _ train- 
men, it is said, made the fastest 
time that could be got out of the locomotive. 
The railroad people are disposed to throw the 
blame of the accident upon the driver of the 
sleighing party and undoubtedly wil fight 
the claims of the families of the killed and 
injured tothe bitter end. The Clover Leaf 
Fishing Club was a semi-political organiza- 
tion and all of its members were more or less 
closely connected with prominent politicians. 
They were also what are known as ‘‘jolly 
good fellows’’ and had no end of friends, 
With hardly an exception they leave their 
fnmilies without provision. 

” RAISING A FUND. 

In view of the circumstances the friends of 
the victims are raisinga subscription fund 
for the purpose of employing competent 
counsel forthe prosecution of the suits that 
are to be brought. John J. O'Neill, the pro- 
prietor of O’Nelll’s Hotel, opposite Union 
Depot, started the fund witha contribution 
of $100, and those interested expect that this 
fund will be swelled to $5,000 before the week 
is out. 

Mr. O'Neill in aninterview this morning 
said: I am thoroughly in earnest about 
the matter. Those boys were murdered. I 
do not attach so much blame to the engineer 
and fireman, although they were unusually 
negligent, for they not only failed to sound 
the whistle, but even had the tarpaulin 
drawn over the end of the cab in such a way 
as to interfere seriously with their view. But 
the railroad people know full well that six 
miles an hour is the limit of speed within the 
city, and in speeding trains at a high rate 
they are courting disaster. They are 80 
close-fisted that they will not put up gates. 
Gates require men to tend, and men cost 
money, in the way of wages. Therefore 
they do not put up gates, and will 
not until they have to. Our city govern- 
ment is owned by the railroads, else the 
roads would be forced to obey the ordinances 
and erect gates and keep watchmen at the 
crossings. It would cost a great deal of 
money to erect these gates. Itonly costs 
$5,000 to pay for a man after you have Killed 
him, and that only after a long and bitter 
suit that exhausts the means of the average 
litigant and eats up the a nt recovered 
in any event. It dave started this fund with 
$100, and I know a dozen other men who will 
giveat least as much. We don’t propose to 
allow the roads to send around their at- 
torneys to the families of the slain and 
compromise the cases for a song. We will 
make the road pay dearty for its negligence.’’ 

WHAT THE LAW REQUIRES. 

It has been ascertatned that the city ordi- 
nances require gates to be erected and waten- 
men kept at all grade crossings within the 
city limits. This has been very generally dis- 
regarded by the railroads, which do not pre- 
tend to obey the law in ,this particular. it is 
urged by some lawyers that the railroads 
should be allowe to choose between 
erecting suitable gates and saving them 
properly tended or establishing overhead 
crossings. The courts in nearly all of the 
States have held that a raflroad in laying its 
tracks undertakes to make them safe. Gates 
fences and watchmen must be provided, and 
where, by means of hea travel or other 
reasons these are not cient for the pro- 
tection of life, bridges or viaducts must be 
erected at the expense of the roads. This 
proposition receiv confirmation yesterday 
in the decision ofthe Supreme Court of the 
State of Illinois in the case of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad Co. against the city 
of Chicago. The road brought sult against 
the city to escape the 
erecting a viaduct across 
The Supreme Court 
the law binds railroad companies to 
safe-guards at all crossings and al 
their tracks at their own expense. The court 
says: If railroads, so far as they are public 
highways, are, like other highways, subject 
to legislative supervision, then railroad com- 
panies, in relation to highways apd streets 
which intersect their right of way, are sub- 
ject to the control of the police power of the 
State—that power of which the court has said 
that ‘it may be assumed that ft is a proper 
co-extensive with self-protection, and is not 
maptly termed the law of overruling ne- 
cessity.. The court then asserts that rail- 
roads are public highways.

One of the largest renting agencies of the 
city, that of M. A. Wolff & Oo., which has a 
great deal of down-townm property on its 
books, says that since the thaw has com- 
menced after the late storms great deal of 
damage to property has been done by the 
melting snow.

a THE STATE REVENUE DEFICIT. 

The impending deficit in the State Rev- 
enue Fund, outlined in a communication 
in Thursday’s Post-DIsPATOH, is dis- 
tinctly foreshadowed in Auditor SEIBERT’s 
report. 

Not counting the expense of the extra 
session, or the new appropriation required 
for rebuilding the State University, the 
expenditurés already authorized and un- 
avoidable call for $200,000 in excess of the 
resources of the State Revenue Fund on the 
present basis of taxation. Acts of the 
called session authorizing additional war- 
rants to the amount of $300,000, will prob+ 
ably enlarge this deficit to $500,000. 

And this is not all. The return of tax- 
able property has been kept below §900,- 
000,000, and the 20-cent tax rate has been 
thereby retained about as long as it was 
possible to do so jn disregard of law, by the 
State Board of Equalization. Immense re- 
ductions have been conceded to Kansas 
City and various favored rural sections, 
with thisend in view. Everywhere out- 
side of St. Louis the valuation has been 
kept at or below one-third instead of the 
full cash value required by State law, and 
even the pretense of a just equalization 
has been abandoned. But now, in spite of 
all this, the assessment exceeds 9910, 000, 
000, and entitles the people to a 15-cent 
rate under the constitution, which would 
cut off about $990,000 from the present re- 
sources of the fund and increase the pro- 
spective deficit to nearly 900, 000. 

Even if the State Board shall again evade 
the law of the State and arbitrarily impose 
an additional tax of §390,000 on the people 
by reducing the assessment below 9900, 000, - 
000, there will still be adeficit of some- 
where between $800,000 and 500, 000, ac- 
cording to the amounts appropriated by 
the extra session, and this deficit will have 
to be made good by an issue of bonds, an 
increase of the interest-bearing debt. 

The fact that the other State funds are 
all right does not obviate this difficulty. 
A little easy figuring last year would have 
taught the Governor and the Legislature 
that they were authorizing more expendi- 
tures than the resources of the Revenue 
Fund could meet.

POPULAR ELECTIONS OF SENATORS, 


The movement in favor of the direct 
election of United States Senators by the 
people has taken form in two or three 
proposed constitutional amendments. 
The proposal has much to recommend it, 
and few if any valid objections can be 
raised against it. It is a concession to the 
ever-growing spirit of democracy, and 
marks a step forward in the art of demo- 
cratic government. 

The existing constitutional provision 
putting the election upon the State Legis- 
latures was inserted at the instance , of 
those who distrusted the people’s judg- 
ment and believed that democracy was in- 
stinctively radical. But the democracy 
has reached its majority, and if it cannot 
be trusted now it never can be. 

The corruption attending senatorial 
elections by legislatures is ® matter of no- 
toriety. So common is it that bribery is 
expected as a matter of course, and a 
Senator whose election is free from taint is 
an object of curiosity and special respect. 
In most cases there are rumors of bribery 
if not bribery itself. And rumors of this 
sort which will not down point toa gen- 
eral debauchery of the moral sense. It 
would be impossible to corrupt a whole 
community, and a popular election would 
leave dispensers of boodle“ without an 
occupation. 

Besides this there is the further consid- 
eration that the election of legislatures is 
frequently made to hang on the Senatorial 
question. The Legislature isa local body, 
chosen to deal with things of local con- 
cern. Toallow rival candidates for the 
Senate to complicate the situation is to 
divert the Legislature from its original and 
true purpose and make it, thus far at least, 
a mere football in national politics. 

This proposal probably has a strong 
popular demand back of it. It is 
worthy of thoughtful discussion and, 
whether adopted or not, may lead to sub- 
stantial reform.

TOUCHING SCENES WITNESSED AT THE 
SOUTH SIDE DEPOT.

Gladness Brought to the Expectant Poor 
by the Arrival of the “Post-Dispatch” 
Collections—How the Distribution Was 
Made—Over 375 Supplied With Food 
and Clothing. 


While bundles and packages of all kinds 
and sizes were pouring into the Market street 
store-house yesterday, some of the people 
tor whose benefit they were sent were having 
their wants satisfied temporarily at the 
southern relieving station of the Provident 
Association, No. 1785 Second Carondelet ave- 
The house there has two stories, and is 
large and roomy, with a yard in 
front and behind, In the rear melosure 
are sheds filled with. coal, tons of it. 
The matron, Mrs. Edward Smith, lives 
up stairswith her husband, The rooms 
down stairs are store-rooms and distributing 
offices. Whenthefirst wagon drove up to 
the house from the main depot, loaded with 
freshiy-baked bread, about a score of men, 
women and children with baskets were gath- 
ered around the big stove in the distributing 
room. They were black and white, very old 
or very young. There was not a 
vigorous person, one capable of self-support, 
amongthem. Someof them were maimed, 
some deaf and dumb and some blind. Some 
were most meanly dressed and betrayed the 
most squalia poverty in their whole appear- 
ance. Others were dressed in fairly good 
clothes that had been given them. Many had 
new shoes on that they had got from the as- 
sociation, but others who huddled about the 
fire trying to dry their feet had on shoes 
gaping in places and showing either 
ragged stockings or bare feet, Wearing 
those they had waded through snow and 
slush to get bread and an order for coal, 
Three stone steps led up tothe front yard 
from the street, then came a brick walk of 
six feet, and six steps of wood carried one to 
the porch of the house. Often one of the 
poor creatures, after tottering up the stone 
steps with the ald of the iron fence, 
would crawl over the prick walk and 
sit down on the wooden steps, ting. sigu- 
ing and groaning, too feeble to get farther 
without resting. The little children comin 
with baskets to get food for parents too sic 
to come themselyes, would stop and gaze 
wonderingly at the wretched old people on 
the steps and then would pass on, looking at 
each other with awe-struck eyes and clinging 
tightly to the basket they carried between 
them, as it that gave them courage. There 
was — any admission of acquaintance 
between them as they met stumbling up the 
steps or sitting by the stove. There were no 
inquiries after absent ones, no well-wishing 
greetings, no looks of recognition. Those 
already there did not even lift their eyes 
when new comers entered the room. 

UNLOADING THE WAGONS, 

When tbe wagons began to drive up tothe 
back part of the house and un- 
load the food and clothing they 
carried in full view of the poor people in the 
room, eyes began to guüsten and a bustle 

. enry Heming, L. J. Miller and 
Joseph Howard began to take the bread from 
the wagon and pile it in large boxes, and the 
clothing was taken into another room. Old 
men began to come e to the boxes and 
watch the yiaing. hea of 
covetous eyes, yY and by 
J. Clark came. in, Beatly 
with an air of sympathy and encouragement 
about him that changed the atmospeere of the 
room inatwinkling. Te old people began 
to talk to each other and the children were 
laughing at little tricks they were playing oa 
one another. 

Now, then, said — 2 Clark loudly and 
cheerfully, ‘‘weare ready. Who's first.’’ 

Ther for four hours they filed past the table 
where he sat with pen and ink, to the bread, 
the bags of corn meal and the pile of clothifig 
in the otherroom. Each one had a ticket, 
which showed the exact condition of the 
family and what they needed, The ticket is 
given them when a Visitor of the association 
examines the application for ald, and decides 
that the people are worthy of help. The 
Superintendent would look at the 
ticket, ask a few kindly qucewese rapidly 
and call out to the . distributors 
what to give. Thenthe old man or the old 
woman or the children would pass along, get 
their loaves of bread in their basket and 
their corn meal in a sack, and then on to the 
clothing-room. All this was done with 
astonishing rapidity. All hands helped, and 
everybody brightened upas the work went 
on. The questions of Supt. Clark drew out 
some startling revelations of misery. 
Here was en old woman whose husband 
had been a school teacher in Peoria, Ill. She 
had his certificate in her pocket and showed 
it to the superintendent, as she stopped, with 
great pride. A woman, the youn of all 
of them there, showed her ticket and went to 
the bread and the meal witha kind of flerce 


ouse, and my children crying, 
and the landlord won't walt.“ 

When you want us to we'll take your chil- 
dren and provide for them,’’ said the super- 
intendent. 

The woman was — 1 bag for the 
meal and looked up with rk eyes flashing 
passionately. ‘‘When you get ready to cut 
my throat you can come and get N chil- 
dren,’’ said she, and then, surprised by her 
vehemence, she averted her face, took her 
basket and vanished. ;

THE FIRST SESSION OF THE Ixvzsrr.

Architect Furlong Examined by Mossrs 
Tayior and Flad— He Makes a Surpris- 
ing Admission— The Arches to Pe ry.

The comm ittee of experts appointed to ex. 
amine the construction of the new en 
School, the Garfleld and Bryan Hill schoss 
met in the room of the Bullding Committe 
to-day back of Mr. Singleton’s offce. The 
table was littered with plans, elevation, 
sections and copious type-written specites. 
tions. Mr. Gist Blair, Chairman of the Butlda. 
ing Committee, sat at the head of the 
table, and on one side were experts]. « 
Taylor, G. I. Barnett and E. Flad, with 
Arehitect Thomas J. Furlong between them. 
Superintendent of Construction Singleton 
and F. E. Schober, the recently appointeg 
Inspector of the new High School, paid ces 
attention to the discussion. The experts 
qtigzed Mr. Furlong about the much-dy. 
cussed arches, orlintels, as they are cailog. 
These arches are the cellings of corridors 
180 feet long. They are made in the form 
of a segment, with a span of 
fifteen feet six inches, and made ofa com.

DOCTORS DISAGREE. 


Three Theories About Catarrh. 


is Catarrh a Local, Constitutional, of Sys- 
temic Disease? 


Discussed in a Lecture by Dr. 8. B. Hartman 
at the Surgical Hotel, Columbus, 0. 


Reported for the Press. 


There are throe distinct theories held by 
the medical profession as to the nature of the 
disease known as catarrh. Each of them is 
believed and taught by different physicians 
of eminence and equal learning. Briefly 
stated they are as follows: 

First—That chronic catarrh is a ioccal 
disease. This theory Genies that catarrh is 
caused either by any derangement of the 
system or by any constitutional taint, but is 
solely limited to the part or parts which are 
visibly affected. The practitioners who hold 
to this theory treat every case of catarrh 
localiy, and rarely, if ever, give medicine in- 
ternally. My opinion is, however, that local 
applications can never cure chronic catarrh. 
The various kinds and modes of local aprli- 
cations, such as sprays, atomizers, douches, 
inhalants, fumigations, creams, ointments, 
lotions, gargles, etc., etc., have in many 
cases a soothing effect on the inflamed sur- 
faces,and are sometimes useful to assist a 
cure; but neither of them nor all of them to- 
gether ever did or ever will cure a case of 
catarrb. These things may give temporary 
relief, but it is useless to expect a cure of 
them. Catarrh is not a local disease, hence 
cannot be cured by loca! treatment. 

The second theory of the nature of catarrh 
is that it is a constitutional or blood disease. 
Those who believe this theory to be the true 
one treat chronic catarrh only with 100d 
medicines, hoping, by cleansing the biood, to 
eradicate the disease.

‘Slavin Pronounces Him a Better Man 
Than Fitzsimmons. 


HE CLAIMS JIM HAS THE GREATER REPU- 
TATION IN AUSTRALIA. 


News of All Kinds. 


Now that it looks es if a match 


the contest is ever arranged Fitzsimmons 
will go into the ring a heavy favorite,at least 
as farasthe American betting public is con- 
cerned. Most of the Australian fighters over 
here state, however, that Hall is considered 
Fitzsimmons’ superior in the antip- 
odes. Frank Slavin, the  heavy- 
weight, was interviewed on the 
question at Chicago recently, und is quoted 
assaying: ‘‘I cannot understand the lack of 
confidence in Hall in America. In Australia 
he met ‘Fitz’ four times and was considered 
by far the better of the two. Why, the bet- 
ting would be 8 or 4 to 1 on Hall if they should 
Oight in Australia.’’ 

This, though coming as it does froma man 
who knows both men perfectly, and a person 
capeble to talk on the subject, is not 
apt to change the prevailing impression. 
Another friend of Hall’s, speaking on the 
subject recently, said: ‘*There seems to be 
an impression over here that Hall is a 
quitter, but Jim isa fighter of bulldog cour- 
age, and besides possessing unlimited game- 
ness and pluck, is Fitzsimmons’ superior in 
science. In fact, he was considered one of 
the most scientific pugilists in the Colonies.’’ 

‘*Parson’’ Davies, Hall’s American mana- 
ger, stated in New York recently that the 
latter was perfectly willing to meet Fitzsim- 
mons, and nothing would please him better 
than a chance to punch ‘‘Lanky Bob’s’’ head 
off. In fact,“ said the ‘‘Parson,’’ Jim 
will whip Mr. Fitzsimmons to a dead cer- 


tainty.’’ 

This talk, however, must be carefully con- 
sidered and the circumstances under which 
it is uttered taken into consideration. 
Fitzsimmons’ backer, if asked for an 
opinion, would beyond a doubt be 
equally as positive about Lanky Bob's“ 
ability to wipe Hall off the face of the earth. 
Fitzsimmons’ statement that he does not 
want to fight Hall because the latter isa 
blowhard who has lied about him and who 
will never get into the ring with him is 
hardly a good excuse. Under the circum- 
stances one would expect that he would be 
the very man Fitg would want to meet. If he 
has @ grievance against Hall he woujd thus 
be afforded a glorious op unity to take it 
out of the fellow’s hide and at the same 
time be bandsomely paid for the pleasure he 
had in doing so. 

Hall, on the other hand, with all his blus- 
ter, does not appear tobe unduly anxious to 
meet Fitzsimmons. It was claimed that when 
they were to have fought before the Twin 
City Club Hall was more than pleased to 
have the mill prevented and would not con- 
sent to fighting elsewhere, while Fitzsimmons 
was willing to battle anywhere. 

Fitzsimmons, itis claimed, has challenged 
Hall to fight within one month at 158 pounds 
before the club offering the largest purse, 
each man to post 51,000 forfeit to bind the 
match. Fitzsimmons also offersto put up a 
side bet for any sum suitable to Hall. 

Hall hasnot yet replied to the challenge of 
Fitzsimmons, but it is claimed that he cannot 
get ready for a battle within a month’s time. 

t is certainly a short preparation for a fight. 
As Fitzsimmons has been at Bay St. Louis 
training, he would have a big advantage 
over Hall, who is out oftraining. The con- 
ditions are therefore unfair,and the challenge 
looks like a bluff. Again it is 
stated positively that articles fora battle be- 
tween Fitzsimmons and Peter Maher were 
signed in New York Thursday night. Itisto 
be far a $10,000 purse and to take place before 
the mpic Club of New Orleans on Wednes- 
day, March 2, the loser to receive $1,000.
